The dime museums of tue country bhave
brought intoexistence a new and singular
class of people—the freaks of mnature,
There have been monsters in all times, but

it was pot until the museum manager ap-
peared that deformities began to have a
commeroial value and human freaks of
nature were raised to the dignity of a pro-
fessional class,

The meritof the freak 1s his singularnty.
A commonplace monster, l1ke the fat lady
and the Circassian girl, 1s a drugin the
market now. The busness is sufiering
from overproduction. The tattoed man
business has been sadlv overdone, too, and
even the tattoed lady with her plump
calves exposed to the publio gaze is Do
woonger s drawing ecard.

A great many pleasant and interesting
things bave been said by the side-show
lecturers and the museum men about thes
freaks—most of which have been nntruoe—
10 cover with the embellishments of pict-
uresaune narrative the deficiencies of the
freaks themselves. The real story of the
lives of these strange people is often very
different from the story that is given tothe
world, but often it is quite as interesting.
The fat lady has ber vrivate griefs and the
midget has her love aiffairs. The skeleton

is sometimes the father of a family and the
Circassian beauty is frequently a flirt and
wmarnied at that.

The most tamous fat woman that ever
Jived was undoubtediy the negress Hig
Winnle. She weighed 623 ponnds nei, and
that s more than any other woman who
hasyet appeared 1n & mussum bhas weighed,
When slhe was on exbibition i1 Derrolt,
seven years ago, she made a trempgundous
sensation and drew asalary for her man-
ager of 700 a week. Big Winnie came
from soma place in Ohio, A Chicago muse-
vm started in by giviag her $:0 a week, and
thsn by a series of clever advertisements
that set the whole city mlking, they
sncoeeded in making her one
of the most remarkable sattractions
ever put on exhibition, Measowhbile Win-
nie's mansger began to raise the price of
hia exhibit., wach suooeeding week de-
mandiug a larcer and larger salary. until
Wionie was drawing 375 a week. Un-
fortunately, just at the height of ber cas-
reer this fat woman died,

Haonabh Battersby was one oi the most
famous fat women avef on exhibition., She
Was 8 very large womsno, and sbe had the
advantage of a pretty face, which is al-
ways of commercial valne to a freak. 5She
Was 8 qulet, abstemious person, and in
her long career mmanaged to accumulate &
considerable fortune. She was very tond
of dinmonds, and wore immense guantities
of jewelry., She has been dead some tive or

THE USSIFIED MAX,

The most remarkable freak of nature
that ever lived was undoubtedly Jona-
than Bass, the osssiied mup, who died a
few yeaurs ago in Pittsbarg. Jonathan
Bass was blina and his limbs were petri-

tied. He could not open his mouth, bus
Lad to Le fed with & spoon, yet lie retained

all of his mental faoulties, was a gurrulous

old chap, foud of telling stories and of
bearing others tell them. His man-
suer used to take him off the
cuvuch aund stand bum up against the
wall ke a piece of board, and Bass would
talk to the people by the hour. He was al-
WHySs quite contented, buy exceedingly
1ond of money. Though he had not seen a
piece of mouey for twenty years, and conld
not tell how 1t telt, he somplained bhitterly
if his manager spent more than 15 cents tor
s meal. He hoarded every cent that be-
Jonged to Lhim. He used to get 5100 a week,
while his manager xot $50. By sand by
BPass made up bhis mind that his manager
was getting too much, and he started ocut
uuder bhis own management, He failed
utterly Lecause nelthier he nor the men be
employed understood the business of ad-
vertising. ltis said that vve time 8 doctor
came to Dass and oftered tocure him of his
aiiment, but Hass was Inghtensd and did
uot waut to be cured. He preferred 10 re-
main as he was and make his $100 n weelk.

Une of the most popular freaks 1s Charlie
Btewart, known as the baodless artist. He
bhas peither hands nor leet, but bas wan-
aged to acquire considerable skill in paint.
ing with the stubs of bis arms. He has
been 1n the business & great many years,
is & pleasant and entertaining talker, full
of reminiscenses of the show business, is
guite prond of his acquaintance with all
the famous iresks that have
ever been on exhibition. Une
smunsing incident of Stewart's career is re-
Jated by Charles Willinme, of Wonderland,
Ju oneof the old Bowery musenins, some
trll OT ©leven yeoars ago, 1t wus the custom
for the mruagement to provide rooms for
the freaks on the top tloor of the building,
At that tiwe there was living 10 the muse-
vi Aunstraulian BHob, who was in cnarge of
Cuarlie and Oscar, the fawous Zulu
¢hiels. At the same titue Tom
sud Hattie, the Australian apd Tarlutu,
the gisnut and Stewart weroall sleeping 1o
the muaseum. It bappened that Australian
Bob eame home a hivtle the worse for drink
one uight, aud by mistake got iuto the
soom of the gunt Turluwuw. Tarluwn
shought he bhad been attacked by
burglars, leaped up and began hurl-
ing things =about the roomw. FPresently
Charhie and Upear, the Zulus, were
roused, and Degan cobhattering and shout-
ing. LTuen Tom and Huttie came ont of
theur Troomus Lo w80 What was the mmatter,
aud there was & terrible disturbance
sizong the freaks. Io the mids: of it mil
Caarlie Stewart came hobbing out of his
room with & loug cavalry pistol, wnd scat-
tored the whole meb of freaks., They
sushed 1n wild punic down the stairs and
juto the arms of an oliicer at the foos of the
Blairs,

They immediately employed
counsel and got ont » writljof habeas eorpus
for the skeleton’s wife, She wuas brought
into court by her parents. Of eonrse the
whole thing came out 1n the newspapers
and the town rang with the story that a
pretty Philadelphia girl bad eloped with &
living skeleton., The court room wss
crowded for several aays during the
progress of the trial, which waas purposely
prolonged, Spragae still continued at the
museum at noreased salary and Tfor
81X weeks the museum was thronged by
cnrions people who wanted to see the skel-
eton who had eloped with the brickmaker’s
davngliter. Sprague never got possession
of his wife. She repndiated bhim in open
court and the jndge let her return to her
fatuer and mother. ‘

The opening of
the stock market was active and excived,
and in the firat fifteen minutes of business
prices bounded up %W to 4% per cent
While the bears were the most anxious
buyers. purchuses were not confined to
the shorts by any means. Commission
Liouses reported a little moreinquiry from
outside sources, and 1f money should work
easier next week they look’ for a continu-
ance ot the demand. Toward 11 o'clock
the market qureted down considerably,
and prices ran ofl. Some of the traders
then began to discount the efiect of
the bank statement, which they expected
would be unfavorable. They were correct
in their premises, and when the ltltu.t.l_l!:ljt
was given out showing & loss of $4,250,250
in surplus reserve, bringing the amount
held in excess of legal requirements to
81,251,725, the whols market weakened. The
dechine from the opening figures of the
morning was equal to '2@2% per cent,, and
the reaction was greatsst in the indus-
trials, Missouri I'asecific, the grangers,
Lackswanoa  and Western Union.

TRADING AT CHICAGO.

Corn and Onis Made Advanoes, but FPro-
vinions Wenkened and Declined,
. CHICAGO, July 1.—Wheat shot upward
to-day nearly oc a bushel. Mouthly deliv-
eries accomplished withont disaster, exXport
oclearances of two million buoshels within
three daye, backed up by the ealling to-
gether of LU'ongress, seeined to restore con-
fidence and give the markel a buoyancy to
which it bad been a strauger for a week.
The great July delivery to-day, notwithe
stauding widespread apprebension, passed
serenely. lhe greatest anxiety was direot-
ed towards wheat, and, sithough seven
million bushels or more of the sixteen
million bushels of coutract wheat was sent
around, no one WwWas seen runuing away
from ir; in fact the bulk of it iauded back

into the same strong bands which sent it
forth. This lifted & load {rom tho rpirits
of the speculators.

There was also a prospective vision of
the greas weight of the silver problem be-
ing lifted from the shoulders of a long

suftering business community which bad a
far more stunulating etiecs. The calling of
pn extra session of Congresa to consider
the financial situation reemed like & sonk-
ing rain on & parched country, It had an
immediate revivifying etiect. Wheat felt
1t at ouce and opened 1c higher for July
and at *2¢ advance for"September. ‘That
was only the beginning of a wore aecided
riee, and as the market was coming to a
close the ad vance reached 27:¢cfor July and
1%ec for September, compared with Friday's
closing figures. The latest tcading
was strong, a8 at the opening of the day.
The week’s ¢learances from both cvasts of
wheat and%onr were the largest of the
crop year. They amouanted to 3,971,000
bushels, compared with 3,214,000 Lusbels
& year ago, The exports from the At-
lantic seaboard reported to-day amount-
ed to about 700,000 bushels., Cables show
some appreciation of the advance here,
and the reports concerning the spring
wheat prospects were véry discouraging.
Those were the main featares of the day’s
news on the bnll side. The per. contra
iteins were some failures reported and
stoppage of the Joliet steel works and also
the avsence of buying orders tor wheat at
working limits.

There are some peculiar features in the
deliveries. In many cases deliveries were
made by large houses so as to effect settle-
meuts on contracte, and then the wheat
was taken back far carrying profits, The
Cudablys, through Eggleston, delivered out
a large line of wheat. Of all the whole go-
ing-around, Armour took perhaps two-
thirds. A queer freak in the trade was
Fardndge taking 500,000 bushels as a car-
rier.

Corn was moderaneley active. Deliveries
on July contract were not as large as had
been looked for, and at the opening there
was 8 good many buying orders for July at
the spread between July and September,
there being 5'so difiersnce at the atars,
and later narrowed to 2%ec. The ac-
tion of wheat also helped the
price. Opening trades were at “@%o
advance sud under a good demand July ad-
vanced %s@“;olwhile September sold up but
4@ 'sc, reacting later ‘s @%e, ruled firmer,
and atthe elose July had gained 1% @1%e0
and September %@ 'ee.

In oats there was a fair trade and a
stronger feeling, prices advancing %se for
July and s¢ for September, and closed
steady, with a8 net gain of %¢ on July and
%40 on NSeptember.

Provisions felt the eftect of heavy deliv-
eries 1n July contracts and big hogreoceipts.
Irade was light., It was almost impossible
for some time atter the opening to dispose
of anything for July., There were no buoy-
era for thie month, Toward the close
Cudahy cameto the rescue by buying a
little July stufi. There was only one trade
in pork thatwas at its previouns price, $20.10
for ~eptember. Lard closed at a loss of ,15¢
and ribs .200,

Freights were slow at 1¢e for wheat and
corn to Bufialo, and 2% ¢ for corn to Kings-
ton, Estimated receipts for Monday sre:
